three insurgents that Campbell and 
Reilly were returning

They were walking along a road 
when suddenly several 
shots 'were 
heard.

Camp­ 
bell and Reilly fell and were dead 
when passersby arrived.

This does not apply to conditions on the Pacific Coast, where they develop

The N ebraskan is convinced that the training period of a fortnight, which 
is all American athletes can expect in Holland after a long, slow boat ride 
across the Atlantic, will be quite insufficient to perm it our runners to round 
out into their best competitive form. 
“ I wanted to go abroad in advance of the date set for the sailing of the 1 
President Roosevelt, which will take the team ,” said Hahn. 
“ I would have I 
liked to have taken as fast a boat as possible and to have had a chance to ! 
train four or five weeks in England. 
“I believe better results could be obtained from training in England than 
in Holland, while conditions would lie nearly sim ilar as far as acclimating 
a ru n n er was concerned.” 
For the moment, however, it appears that the American Olympic Com­ 
m ittee has decided not to sanction an early t r ip abroad by H ahn and some of j 
our other possible point winners. 
If Jim m y Quinn of Holy Cross starts tonight in the sprints, he will be 
well w orth watching. 
In last w eek’s New York A. C. games this young col- I 
legian shaped up as just about the fastest thing of the season. 
I was watching Quinn closely at the start of the final heat of the 60 yard 
dash, in which he previously had equalled the w orld’s record. 
The Holy i 
Cross senior swayed and was caught slightly out of the approved position just i 
as the starting gun barked in the hand of Johnny McHugh. 
Snapping into it 
from a bad start, Quinn overtook a flying field which included such redoubt­ 
able sprinters as Karl W ilderm uth of Georgetown, Al (Truck) Miller, 200- 
pounder from the B. A. A., and Folwell Scull of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania.

Many voters are asking those days just how a candidate is 
chosen for president and the Little Falls Daily Transcript ex­ 
plains the steps as follows. The process begins March 14 in Min­ 
nesota with caucuses to be held in the several voting precincts of 
the county. We will take the Republican ticket as an e x a m p le and 
the full procedure is given herewith: 
The Republican candidate for President of the United States 
will be nominated at the convention of the party to be held at Kan­ 
sas City on June 12th next. The national convention is made up 
qf delegates from every state in the Union and from the territo­ 
ries and possessions. 
At the national convention Minnesota will 
he represented by twenty-seven delegates. 
They are chosen at 
state and district conventions and th«* manner of their selection 
is as follows: 
Precinct Primary or Caucus— M a r c h 14th. 
In every p re c in c t 
in the state Republican voters will meet an an hour and place fixed 
by the county chairman and will select the numl>er of delegates 
allotted to that precinct in the call issued by the county chairman 
to go to the county convention. 
County Convention— March 17th. In every county at an hour 
and place designated in the call issued by the county chairman, 
the delegates selected at the precinct caucuses will meet and or­ 
ganize as a county convention. 
They will in turn select two sets 
of delegates of equal number, such number being the number al­ 
lotted to that county in the eall issued by the State Central com­ 
mittee. 
Sometimes the same men are selected to serve on both 
delegations. One set of delegates is selected to attend the congres­ 
sional district convention, and one set to attend the state conven­ 
tion. 
District Convention— March 23rd. 
This convention is made 
up of delegates from all the counties in the particular congres­ 
sional district. 
The district convention selects two delegates and 
two alternates to the national convention at Kansas City. 
State Convention— March 24th. This convention is made up 
of delegates from all counties in the state. The state convention 
selects seven delegates at large which, with the twenty selected at 
the ten congressional district conventions, makes up the delega­ 
tion of twenty-seven to the national convention. 
Beginning with the county conventions delegates can be se­ 
lected and sent to district and state conventions either with or 
without instructions. 
Intelligent delegates will vote the will of 
the convention selecting them.

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NOMINATING A C ANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT 


M any voters are asking these days ju st how a candidate is 
chosen for president and the Little Falls Daily Transcript ex­ 
plains the steps as follows. The process begins March 14 in Min­ 
nesota w ith caucuses to be held in the several voting precincts of 
the county. We will take the Republican ticket as an example and 
the full procedure is given herewith: 
The Republican candidate for President of the United States 
will be nominated at the convention of the party to be held at Kan 
sas City on June 12th next. 
The national convention is made up 
qf delegates from every state in the Union and from the territo­ 
ries and possessions. 
At the national convention Minnesota Will 
be represented by twenty-seven delegates. 
They are chosen at 
state and district conventions and the manner of their selection 
is as follows: 
Precinct Prim ary or Caucus— March 14th. In every precinct 
in the state Republican voters will meet an an hour and place fixed 
by the county chairman and will select the num ber of delegates 
allotted to that precinct in the call issued by the county chairman 
to go to the county convention. 
County Convention— March 17th. in every county at an hour 
and place designated in the call issued by the county chairman, 
the delegates selected at the precinct caucuses will meet and or­ 
ganize as a county convention. 
They will in turn select two sets 
of delegates of equal number, such number being the number al­ 
lotted to that county in the call issued by the State Central com­ 
mittee. 
Sometimes the same men are selected to serve on both 
delegations. One set of delegates is selected to attend the congres­ 
sional district convention, and one set to attend the state conven­ 
tion. 
D istrict Convention— March 2) I rd. 
This convention is made 
up of delegates from all the counties in the particular congres­ 
sional district. 
The district convention selects two delegates and 
two alternates to the. national convention at Kansas City. 
State Convention—March 24th. This convention is made up 
of delegates from all counties in the state. 
The state convention 
selects seven delegates at large which, with the twenty selected ai 
the ten congressional district conventions, makes up the delega­ 
tion of twenty-seven to the national convention. 
Beginning with the county conventions delegates can be se­ 
lected and sent to district and state* conventions either with or 
without instructions. 
Intelligent delegates will vote the will of 
the convention selecting them.
